British Seek Pence 


LONDON—(/P;—Great Britain is pre- 


pared to offer concessions to Japan 
in Hongkong and over the Burma road 
n the hope of ending the Japanese- 
Chinese war, authoritative quarters 
suggested Sunday night. 


Although the British were unwill- 
ng to forego treaty rights and indus- 
trial interests in the Far East, they 
were interested in arranging a larger 
settlement to end the three-year-old 
conflict. 


Negotiations arc 
in 
progress in 


Tokio concerning the Burma road, 
China's last important lint with the 
outside world. The Japanese have de- 
manded closure of this route. British 
Ambassador Sir Robert Leslic-Craigic 
was reported to have been authorized 
to offer a 'three-month restriction on 
arms traffic'over it pending broader 
exploration of the entire problem. 


The rainy season is coming on, and 


the road would be of little use during 
that per.iod in any event. It was said 
here that there had been few recent 
shipments of British munitions over 
the road because Britain has needed 
all she dan '.produce for her own war 
against Germany. 


Authoritative quarters cautioned it 


would be wrong to assume that Britain 
intended to start any policy of grant- 
ing major concessions to Japan which 
would jeopardize British Oriental in- 
terests or prejudice China's resistance.

Elected President by 3 to 2 


Peasant Who Rose to Power Through Army 


"Defeats Grau San Martin/ Leftist; 


Aristocrat 


HAVANA — (fl>)~ Fulgencio Batista, army stenographer who became the 


strong man of Cuba when he led the "six sergeant's revolt'" in 1933, evidently 
v:on at the polls Sunday the presidency into which he could have stepped at 
anytime wiljiout the formality of election. 


He defeated a former president, Dr. Roman Grau San Martin, by a 3-to-2 


margin on the basis of unofficial reports. 


There was scattered violence which caused at least four deaths and 


wounding of 25 persons. A few election booths were burned, some telephone 
wires cut, a bridge or two blown up, and a few trees felled across highways, 
but all these were routine exuberance in a Cuban election. 


Always confident that the people favored him, Batista never had gotten 


a clear-cut answer since he and five other sergeants on September 4, 1933, 
seized military and civil power in Cuba. 


Charges and counter-charges of fraud were made but there was noth- 


ing to indicate they coulcl change the result, in which the self-educated Batis- 
ta, born to poverty and peasantry, won from Dr. Grau, 58, an aristocrat and 
intellectual with Leftist tendencies.

CHICAGO—W—A plnnk advocating 


federal financing of presidential elec- 
tion cnmpnigns wns recommended to 
the Democratic party's plntform draf- 
ters Sunday by Senntor Hatch of New 
Mexico, one of the policymakers. 


Hntch snld he offered the suggestion 


nt the Resolutions Committee's secret 
discussion -to "brcnk the Ice" nnd give 
the members "something to chew on." 
He snid the idea got n "very fnvor- 
uble" renclion. 


Under the Hatch plan, the federal 


government would appropriate limited 
hut equal sums for cnch of the major 
political parties, with proportionately 
smaller amounts for minority groups. 
Contributions nnd expenditures by 
private Bourses would be prohibited. 
The plnn nlso would contnin "snfc- 
Runrds" so that it would not encourage 
formation of new parties solely to get 
the cnmpnign appropriation, 


Senntor Wheeler of Montana snid 


that unless the foreign policy plnnk 
advocates retention of the neutrality 
acts and opposes sending American 
troops to fight abroad, '/they will 
have a fight on the convention floor." 


"It is not sufficient to sny we will 


not send our boys to fight in foreign 
wars," he said, "bccnusc in 1917 it 
was no longer a foreign war utter we 
got into it. It was our wnr." 


Harry Woodring, former secretary 


of wnr, said he nnd others probably 
would carry the fight for a "non-in- 
tervention" plank to the floor unless 
the Resolutions Committee incorporat- 
ed an "unequivocal" statement of that 
nature in the plntform. 


"I think that our platform should 


say merely that the United Stales 
should have a policy of non-interven- 
tion in the political, as well us the mil- 
itary, affairs of the old world," he 
said. 


He was "not satisfied" with President 


Roosevelt's statement in his mcassaRc 
to congress last week that "We will 
not use our arms in a war of aggres- 
sion; wo will not send our men to take 
part in European wars."
